On Wednesday, April 14, a 
group of eighth and ninth graders 
from Collins-Riverside Junior High 
school came out to one of Shel ton's 
computer labs to crash a satellite 
into the moon. 

Although this scenario might 
sound a bit scary, it was actually 
part of a group training session 
using the Internet to simulate a 
missile launch and satellite deploy- 



ment. 

The simulation is part of an 
education program called Moonlink 
that serves as a learning tool and is 
controlled through NASA's Ames 
Research Center, which is manag- 
ing the Lunar Prospector's year long 
mission to study the moon. 

The simulated mission is ad- 
ministered by a company called 
Space Explorers Inc. (SEI). 

SEI is a private business which 
has a Space Act Agreement with 



Ames to offer innovative space 
education programs and provide 
students with an inspiring method 
of learning science while at the 
same time preparing them for the 
future. 

For a fee of $450 they pro- 
vide the software, data, instruc- 
tions, a password and course manu- 
als for the session.

only people we saw on the river that 
day were a couple, fishing from the 
bank.

On April 13, Shelton State's #2 
nationally ranked mens golf team 
placed fourth in team play at the end 
of the second round of the Southern 
Invitational in Amory.Miss. It was a 
two-day, 36-hole, two-round event. 

Improving from fifth to fourth 
position in the second day, Shelton 
State ended with a 313. Together 
with their first day total of 305 they 
had a 6 1 8 for the tournament. 

Shelton Slate had two players 
who made the all-tournament team: 
Jason Dillard, who had a two-day 
total of 1 48 and Drew Jones, who had 
a total of 152. They placed third and 



fourth respectively. Dillard had 
shot a two under par 70 the first 
day, but he couldn't match it in the 
second round. 

"The course was playing 
hard today. Everyone went up. It 
was set up to play long. It was 
more than our guys could handle 
very well. We didn't play as well 
as we could have, but we played 
better than seven other teams 
said Shelton State head golf coach 
and athletic director Jim Collins. 

The men*s season ended 
strong at the Wallace Hanceville 
Invitational on April 19, 20. 

The men placed second be- 
hind Waliaee-Dothan with a two 
day total of 577. 

"We ran up against a team 
that had a better day. That will 
happen in golf. But we're still in 



very good shape for regionals in a 
couple of weeks,"saida.ssistanthead 
coach Matt Terry. 

Shelton had four players in 
the 140s for the tournament, Jason 
Dillard had a 1 42, Drew Jones had 
a 143, Jeff Yokel and Danny 
Germaine both had 146. Matt 
Malone broke down with a 160. 
JunpeiOkudahadatwoday 147 in 
individual play. "Junpei did real 
good today," said Terry, 

Both Dillard and Jones placed 
on the all-tournament team. Dillard 
was third and Jones fifth. This is the 
seventh tournament in a row that 
Dillard has been in the top five on 
the all-tournament team.

The Shelton State Courier's main goal is 
to build a sense of community, and it has 
already started by putting its news out on the 
internet. Anyone can access the Courier by the 
push of a few buttons along with other college 
newspapers. According to a recent count over 
100 major colleges have newspapers online 
with the junior colleges not far behind. State 
colleges such as the University of Alabama, 
Auburn, and Shelton State have made big ef- 
forts to get the news out not only in written form 
but on the internet also. 



"But Shelton has made the most of an 
advancement to me," freshman Nicole Sanders 
said. "From the Courier web page you can post 
an important event, look at all of the top news 
stones, see what is going on with your favorite 
sports, and see other important events coming 
up in the lives of Shelton students. But on

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Theatrical hall of fame gala set for April 24 at Shelton

Alabama has a sports hall of fame; il 
has a race car driver hall of fame. And it has 
other halls of fame. 

And, of course, it has a stage and 
screen hall of fame. 

Wrong. That is, not until April 24. 
Bui that night Shelton State and Theatre 
Tuscaloosa will host a black-tie event mark- 
ing the opening of the one-and-only Ala 
bama Stage and Screen Hall of Fame. 

The idea for the Hall came up during 
a meeting attended by two of the mainstays 
of Shelton and Theatre Tuscaloosa, Paul 
Looney and Doug Perry. "At a meeting last 
fall, it was casually mentioned that there 
ought to be an institution like this," Looney 
recalls. "And I thought, 'Well, of course, 
one already exists.' As we got to checking 
around, we realized that, in fact, there was 
no hall of fame that paid tribute to persons 
who have brought fame to our state through 
their achievement of contributions to the 
theatrical arts" 

The hall of fame will not only honor 
stars of the stage and screen, but benefac- 
tors, too. Among the first group of induct- 
ees, for instance, are philanthropists Mr. 
and Mrs. Winton M. Blount. Their gift to 
the Alabama Shakespeare Festival is one of 
the largest ever given to the arts in America. 
The Alabama Stage and Screen Halt of 
Fame is not only about performers, but

about people who have made a difference," 
said Tina Fitch of Theatre Tuscaloosa. 

Performers are certainly important, as 
well. The first inductees among the thespians 
are Tallulah Bankhead ( 1 903-68) and Fannie 
Flagg. 

Bankhead's acting success began in 

England. Then in 1939 she played in Lillian 
He 1 1 man's The Little Foxes: in 1944 she 
stared in Hitchcock's film Lifeboat. Through 
the '50s and '60s Bankhead was a favorite of 
the stage and screen; then she conquered 
radio and television. 

Flagg, a native of Irondale, has been an 
actress, television host, comedian, screen- 
writer, and author. Best known as the author 
of Fried Green Tomatoes at the Whistle Stop 
Cafe, she was nominated for an Academy 
Award for her screenplay. The movie starred 
Jessica Tandy and Kalhy Bates. 

Some Alabamians remember as co- 
host of Birmingham's The Morning Show, 
from the Magic City, she traveled to Alan 
Funics Candid Camera, and became nation- 
ally recognized. Never one to stay long away 
from home, Flagg has appeared on the Bir- 
mingham stage in numerous productions, 
including SummerFest's Annie, staged by 
Paul Looney. Her most recent book, Wel- 
come to the World, Baby Girl appeared on the 
New York Times best-seller list. 

Along with the Blountv Flagg is sched- 
uled to be on hand for her induction. A 
representative of the Bankhead family is also 



expected to be presenL 

The event will be hosted by Fran Currie of 
NBC- 1 3. 

The agenda includes a silent auction, an awards 
ceremony honoring the work of the inductees, and 
dinner, followed by dancing in the atrium. 

Proceeds will be divided between Theatre Tus- 

m 

caloosa and the Shelton State Foundation. 

The hall will be located on the Shelton State 
campus, in an actual hall off the atrium. It will be 
moved eventually to a room, after more memorabilia 
is collected. 

Tickets to the event are $100 and may be 
purchased by calling 391-3905.
